McLaughlin Outlines- 
Jones Inlet Problem 

Town Engineer Tells 
Northeast Civics Need 
Of Speedy Improvement 

Town Engineer Carroll W. Mc- 
. Laughlin considered mainly the 
need of improving Jones Inlet in 
his talk on “Town Waterways” at 
the monthly meeting of the North¬ 
west Civic Association Friday night 
in the home of Harry Jj.porkowitz, 
215 North Ocean ave. He told of 
the efforts to have Congress appro¬ 
priate $2,500,000 with which to con¬ 
struct a jetty on the Short Beach 
side of the Inlet to augment that 
laid by the Town of Hempstead on 
the Point Lookout Shore, which he 
said remained in position but he 
could not tell what held it there. 

The' project was approved by the 
Government in . 1941, buf efforts to 
obtain the necessary funds for the 
work have been unsuccessful to 
date. With the support of U. S. 
Senator Herbert H. Lehman, a 
Democrat, who has . joined with 
others, pressing for the inclusion of 
the. appropriation in—the Rivers 
and Harbors Bill, hope of success 
has been raised. 

Engineer McLaughlin told of how 
not only is the passage through 
Jones Inlet, with its constantly 
shifting channel hazardous, but he 
pointed out that should the Point 
Lookout Jetty give way residences 
in the first four or five streets from 
the water front in that community, 
would be jeopardized. He also 
showed how a waterway to Freeport 
would be created if the Jones Inlet 
j project was carried out. Maps in¬ 
dicating how parts of Short Beach 
1 are now located where Point Look¬ 
out used to be were shown to in¬ 
dicate what delay in carrying .out 
the project has meant, 
f The State, Nassau County, Town 
: of Hempstead and Freeport Village 
j Board have offered to pay the en¬ 
tire cost of carrying ' out the im* 
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prbvement, if the Federal Govern¬ 
ment -will-reimburse them later, but 
to ho avail, the engineer said. 

President Arthur Muller presided 
at. the meeting. Need of improved' 
lighting in th,e class rooms in the 
Columbus ave., school was discussed 
and the matter was referred to the 
board of directors which will sub¬ 
mit a i report at the May meeting. 
A report was given concerning the 
proposed hew school for the south¬ 
west section of the village and the 
conference on the matter held by 
'the Board of Education art,—which 
the cost of the structure was put 
at $995,500, plus $300,000 if an audir 
torium was included. Several mem¬ 
bers expressed the opinion that the 
same facilities could be provided at 
a considerable reduced cost if the 
plans were riiodified. 

Complaint was made that the 
block bounded by Washburn ave., 
East De_an and Jay sts., and Graff- 




ing pi., was being used as a dump¬ 
ing ground. It was decided to take 
the matter, up with the Village 
Board. It was also voted to ascer¬ 
tain whether the new owner of a 
plot in the area had had three 
•trees in front of his property cut 
down obtained permission of the 
village authorities before doing so. 

Refreshments were served follow¬ 
ing the meeting.
